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Truth of the matter 


If the pen is indeed mightier than the sword, it is no secret 
that Israel has wielded a far more potent pen during the past 
quarter century than the Arab states. The perpetuation, expan¬ 
sion and apparent entrenchment of Zionism in Palestine has 
been partly due to the effective use of propaganda and public 
information techniques throughout the world by the Israelis 
particularly in Europe and the United States. In this sense, 
one should rather talk of Israeli mis-information techniques. 

The Israelis have been masters of mis-information, and 
their propaganda machinery — well-oiled and well-financed as 
it is — has* fallen on sympathetic ears in the West. That sym¬ 
pathy, however, is built on a deep foundation of solid igno¬ 
rance, a void of information upon which the rhetoric and pas¬ 
sion of Zionist appeals builds attractive but paper-thin struc¬ 
tures. 


It is these structures that the Arab states must bring cra¬ 
shing down on the heads of the Israelis and their sympathisers 
throughout the world. 


If the Arab information ministers meeting in Cairo this 
week will do anything, they must recognise that one fights 
fire with fire, lies with facts, and mis-information with truth. 


There are gargantuan structural barriers in the way of an 
effective Arab information and public relations effort making 
headway throughout the world, particularly throughout the 
Western nations. 


In the middle ages, the Prophet Mohammed was portray¬ 
ed in Western literature as a magician, and the Western world 
has most often looked to the Arab and Islamic nations for 
colourful tales of desert lore and romance. It is within this 
context that we go to the Western world and fight our battle 
against an Israel that spins tales of democracy, making the 
desert bloom, holocausts, Russian emigrants and anything else 
that will detract attention from the core of the conflict in the 
Middle East. This core is Zionist colonialism in Palestine, the 
denial of Palestinian nationalism and the continuing expan¬ 
sion of the Israeli state at the expense of both Palestinians 
and other Arab states. 


This is the message that must be brought home to the 
world, and this is the truth that it is so difficult for the Israelis 
to admit.

Joint venture agreements 
between Jordan and Chile are 
to enrich the commercial and 
economic aspects of a phos¬ 
phate-rich country, on the one 
hand, and a copper-rich coun¬ 
try on the other said the Chile¬ 
an Minister of Finance, Mr 
George Qawwas, who has he¬ 
aded a Chilean industrial dele¬ 
gation on a visit to Jordan. 

Talks between the Chilean 
| delegation and the Jordanian 
Minister of Industry and Com¬ 
merce, Dr Rajai Muasher, cen¬ 
tred on special fields of com¬ 
mon interest. 

Chile is to arrange for tech¬ 
nical assistance to Jordan in 
the field of copper mining, while 
Jordan is to be a main supplier 
of phosphates to Chile. 

The Chilean Minister of Min¬ 
es, Mr Enrique Valenzuela, 
said: “Chile has a very old cop¬ 
per industry and we are wil¬ 
ling to give all possible help to 
Jordan.” 

Mr Valenzuela added that 
Chile would also be interested 
in phosphate mining in Jordan 
and in the exchange of infor¬ 
mation concerning future Jor¬ 
danian projects in exploration 
for possible oil resources, as 
well as other mineral resources 
that may include potash from 
the Dead Sea. 

Mr Qawwas, who also' met 
with the Director of the Nati¬ 
onal Planning Council, told the 
Jordan Times: 

Development efforts are no 
doubt the main thrust of prog¬ 
ress In Jordan, and the impetus 
to go further will no doubt be 
successful. 

“We do have a very clear 
idea of that progress. During 
our visit to the Jordan Valley, 
we witnessed the big strides in 
agricultural development." 


Jordan constitutes the first 
draft approach to assess and 
examine the possibility of con¬ 
cluding joint venture agree¬ 
ments among Jordan, Chile and 
third countries (mainly surplus 
capita] countries) to put to¬ 
gether resources and develop 
them. 

On this point, the head of 
the Chilean Forestry Depart¬ 
ment, Mr Julio Ponce, elabo¬ 
rated: 

“Joint venturing is very 
well fitted for the large and 
important market of the Middle 
East If something emerges, it 
will be very beneficial for the 
area’s need for infrastructure.” 

Chile, a country well endo¬ 
wed with forestry resources, Mr 
Qawwas said, will cooperate 
with Jordan in providing the 
raw materials for a wood in¬ 
dustry and wood processing as 
well as technical assistance in 
that field. 

Jordan, however, will use its 
own man-power and facilities 
for industrial development, wh¬ 
ile a third country could finan¬ 


ce the project. 

Mr Qawwas further said that 
a parallel Chilean private sec¬ 
tor mission headed by Mr Nico¬ 
las Abumohor has had conver¬ 
sations with the Jordanian 
Chamber of Commerce on the 
possibility of exporting to Jor¬ 
dan canned sea-food,, wood, 
textiles and construction mate¬ 
rials. 

During their stay in Jordan, 
the Chilean delegation also vi¬ 
sited the Royal Scientific Socie¬ 
ty and Jordan University.

ECONOSCOPE 

Jordan and the EEC 


By Jswad Ahmad 

It is now a sure fact that by the end of 
September Jordan will sign a gobal economic 
agreement with the European Economic Com¬ 
munity (EEC), better known as the European 
Common Market. Such an economic agree¬ 
ment may be considered favourable from 
whatever angle it is viewed. 

The basic advantage to Jordan lies in the 
expected capital transfers from the EEC to 
Jordan. 

Tunisia, for instance, was able to capture 
about 95 million. Special Drawing Rights 
(roughly $114 million) in the form of soft 
loans and unrequited transfers. Jordan stands 
to get a s imil ar amount, which can be readily 
transferred to development projects envisag¬ 
ed in the Five-Year Plan. 

Should this agreement be concluded, Jor¬ 
dan will be able to expand its exports to the 
EEC, notably of fruits and vegetables and 
manufactured goods. The EEC Council of 
Ministers is expebted to allow many Jorda¬ 
nian exportables into the EEC markets in ac¬ 
cordance with a time schedule and certain 
quality and packing conditions. Jordan Val¬ 
ley crops meet such conditions, in both tim¬ 
ing and quality levels. 

However, the main hitch is phosphates. 
EEC has signed an agreement with Morocco, 
which enjoys the EEC phosphate market.' 
But factors of proximity and grade put Mo¬ 
roccan phosphates one step ahead of the Jor¬ 
danian counterpart. 

I believe that Jordan must press for bet¬ 
ter terms than those granted to Morocco to 
make phosphates exported from both coun¬ 
tries more competitive. 

The main advantage to be derived from 
exporting crude prosphates to the EEC is 


that it will diversify the traditional J 
nian phosphate markets. 

Another advantage of such an agree 
is the fact that the EEC is growing * 
world economic power.
